Washington, Feb. 18. 
Thursdays Proceedings— Concluded. 

Senate. — Mr. Iverson contended that th* bill re- 
ported'by the military committee was more accord- 
ant with the views of the administration tiian Mr. 
Johnson's. Volunteers were alwavs more exj*iisive 
and less reliable than regulars. He instanced that 
a companv of Tennessee volunteers »t Oj.to > i . i.. 
ran at tSe'fir t fire. The Ten -a«*» S-mtor's argu- 
ment :eemi.d to defend p. Ij j_'a' _ If lb* Tel uessse 
volunteers entertained similar opinions they would 
be the list men to seed to Utah. IuMe id of ship- 
ping the Mormons they would be mure likely to join 
thein, especially if Brigham gave them half a dozan 
wives apiece. 

Mr. Hamlin made a motion that in no case shall 
the force created by this act continue in service over 
two years. Agreed to. 

A desultory discussion aro-:e on the comparative 
merits < f different substitutes. 

The Senate was thinlv attended. 

Mr. Johnson said he did not justify polygamy, but 
merely drew a comparison showing tbe inconsisten- 
cy of entertaining tbe agent of the Turkish govern- 
ment, which legalized polygamy, and at the same 
time condemning polygamy in Utah. He also de- 
fended tbe Tennessee volunteers. 

Mr. Seward explained the views he expressed on 
this bill which had lieen criticized. 

Mr. B'own said if volunteers were sent to Utah 
war would follow. Brigham Young won't right un- 
less forced. Adjourned. 

House. — Mr. Shorter continued. The word com- 
proini.-e wa< oll'^usive to him. • He would make it a 
penal on ei.ee for a auutLerutr to use it. if waa sug- 
gestive to his mind cf a surrender — a base submis- 
sion. He continued in a similar strain, closing by 
saying that the religion of Plymouth Rock is bigotry 
and fanaticism, and that the Northern clergymen 
violated the seventh commandment after their eve- 
ning lectures, and when their crimes were expo>ed 
they were feted and courted by the fair sex. 

Mr. Zollicoffer made a personal explanation in 
reference to Mr. Hatch's speech. He said that Mr 
Hatch had seen proper to indulge in personal re- 
marks prejudicial to him. Other members had also 
read certain obligations purporting to lielong to the 
American party. He was a meml>er of that party. 
Those obligations were treasonable s:nd unconstitu- 
tional, and those members had uttered a falsehood, 
w ith which he now branded them, and took the res- 
ponsibility. 

Mr. Hatch was not present. 

Mr. 'lompkins spoke in «pposition to the Leco.np- 
ton constitution, lie would not inquire w nether it 
met the sanction of the people.

Iu r p*;il of 
that removed all natioaal bisections, leaving biui 
free to vote as his conscience dictated 

Mr. Clemens argued in favor of the Lecompton 
constitution, contending that it TO not necessary 
to submit it for approval to lha people. 1 lie Presi- 
dent had performed his duty ferrles>ly and ni.uituliv. 

Mr. Burroughs obtained the lljer aud the House 
adjourned. 

Washington, Feb. 18. 
A report was made to-day by Mr. Green, from the 
Senate Committee on Territories. He recites at 
length the events in Kansas, and asserts that a ma- 
jority of the people may simply, as in ancient days 
in mass' meeting, make a constitution. They may 
elect representatives to make one for them, or e'ect 
representatives to draft one to be transmitted for 
approval or rejection. The last method had bee t 
mast approved of within the last few years, though 
formerly the second method was very generally re- 
sorted to. CalliBg a convmtion in this ca>e was 
conceded to have been strictly legal, also the elec- 
tion of delegate'. Was it not'l igical to infer that 
the convention legally called, legally elected, and 
clothed with authority to aiaae a C0«ltltt»». can 
be no more interfered with by the Governor, Judge', 
or Legislature, either to increase or diminish its 
power, or alter, modify, or nullify its acts, than the 
peyple could lie interfered with, had th j y asseinbl-d 
en masse instead of by representation? In conclu- 
sion the committee say the ul>oliti<mists had thus far 
s >ught power by methods unknown to law, and by 
violence, and not through the j-e*ceful agency of the 
ballot box. Claiming to have a majority of votts in 
the Territory, and therefore able t-> elect a I^egi.-U- 
ture and convention, they yet Jk Congress to 
wrongfully do for tliem what they may at legal 
times and legal places rightfully do for themrelves; 
tl a - i-. change or abolish their constitution; acd in 
case Congre-s refuses to comply with their unconsti- 
tutional demands, they threaten to afflict the coun- 
try with an attempt at bloodshed and revolutbn. 
Unless Congress will do for them what they assert 
they are anxious not to do for themselves, but which 
they wilfully refu«e to do, they threaten to plunge 
the 'country into civil war. This conduct is to ex- 
ceedingly unreasonable as to force conviction upon 
the mine*. They are conscious of l«eing in a po*er- 
le^s minority, and o> 1/ expect to I e able to compass 
their unwarrantable eiids by departing turn Cie 
general way of pe im and quiet. If ^our corhinittee 
are not greatly mistaken, tho;-e reckless men mis- 
judge the American people, and will l« required to 
seek peaceful methods for redress for all their griev- 
ances, whether they be real or imaginary. The bill 
recites: The p< ople of Kansas framed for themselves 
a constitution and State government, republican in 
form, and the convention of lecompton has, ia their 
name and behalf, asked Congress to admit her. 
Therefore it is de-lared that Kansas l* admitted into 
the Union, on an equal footing with the original 
States in all respects whatever. The bill prescribes 
boundaries, contains regulations relative to grants 
in public lands, as in case of Minnesota, and giy&> 
Kansas for the present one Representative in wh 
House of Representatives. 

Mr. Douglas, in his report, dissents from the 
views of the majority for this reason, among others, 
that no satisfactory evidence has been given that the 
constitution framed at the Lecompton convention is 
an act or deed of the people of Kansas or embodies 
their will. He shows that the convention was not 
clothed with competent power to establbb the con- 
stitution without the assent of Congress, which has 
been expres'ly withheld in this cose Hence the 
convention only had such power as the Territorial 
Legislature could rightfully confer, at d no more, 
which was to form tbe constitution and «end it to 
Congress as a memorial for admission, which could 
be accepted or rejected according as it embodied the 
popular will; that all the proceedings of this conven- 
tion should have been held in strict obedience to the 
authority of the Territorial governmei.t, while, in 
fact, it was declared to be in force and take effect 
in defiance of the authority of the Territorial gov- 
ernment, as well as without the consent of Congress; 
that the only lawful election held on tbe adoptnn of 
tbe constitution was that of the 4th of Januarj* last, 
which was in oliedience to a law passed by the Ter- 
ritorial Legislature established by Congresa, with 
full legislative power on all rightful subjects within 
the Territory. 

Messrs. Collamer and Wade, submitting their 
views, sav that the Territorial government cf Kan- 
sas was never organized as provided ia the organic 
act; that is, by its own people, but usurped by a 
foreign force, conquered and subdued by arms, and 
the minority installed in power, which has ever 
since l>een sustained by tbe general ^overnmeiit in- 
stead of l»eing examined into and corrected. This 
has been done to establi-h and perpetuate slavery. 
The Lecompton constitution isthe'resu t of those 
proceedings and contrary to the will of the preat 
majority of the people legally expressed; and for 
Congress in its discretion to consummate this pro- 
tracted atrocitv, especially for such a purpose, is a 
violation of the fundamental principles of republi- 
can government and can produce no permanent peace 
«r satisfaction. The peop'e o the Territory in the 
la e Territorial election have retained their rights 
and that Territorial government is for the first time 
now moving peaceably in its legitimate sphere cf

AFFAIRS AT WASHINGTON. 
[Special Corresjiondence of th'j Louisville Journal.] 
Par' if Tact' H — K"n.*ai — Pr'c'feffc — Comiptwns. 

V\ AstllNuroX, teb. 16, 1868. 
In a former lelter I informed you of the fact that 
some of the Lecomptonites had agreed among them- 
selves upon a kind of compromise in order to make 
Kans<s slip easily through the llous* of Repre-en- 
tatives. That compromise was, iu part, that Gen. 
Ca;hotin, who is still in Washington, should give 
certificates to certain free State men, and thus, iu 
advance of the admission of the new State, fix the 
character of its politics, or, in other words, ac- 
kno>vledge the anti-slavery sentiment there prevail- 
ing. But the Southern men have "kicked'' against 
this little arrangement, and so earnest was their op- 
posirion to it that Gen. Calhoun ha3 come to the 
conclusion that be will do nothing in the premise* 
just now. If I mistake not, the constitution framed 
at Lecompton requires him to give ctrtiticates with- 
in eight days. 

Auotrftr thing: it is known beyond peradventure 
that Southern men do not under any circumstances 
expect Kansas to lie a slave State. But, for the 
pride of opinion, as well U for the acknowledgment 
of a principle, they insist that Kansas shall come 
into the Unicn with tbe Lecompton (pro-sl iverv) 
co:i:i*:t Mtion, »v«n if ihi peofle witt;in a IWMilh 
thereafter abolish tbe negro institution. This is the 
issue with Southern men generally, while on the 
Republican fide the admission of any more slave 
States h zealously resisted. 

Both partus, and the ''renegade" Democrats be- 
sides, are all bestirring themselves reap the greater 
advantages in the conflict now pending; wh;le the 
Administration, with its millions of patronage, is 
not idle in presenting the spoils to those on the fence 
who have not made up their minds exactly how to 
jump! 

Tue life of the Administration and cf the Demo- 
cratic pirtv depends upon the admission of Kansas 
under tbe Lecompton constitution; hence the severe 
struggle to preserve its existence; while the oppos- 
ing forces are >-eekit!g to give it a dsath-blow. 

Amid the Kinsas excitement, the proceedings of 
tbe d«. zen or more investigating committees occa- 
sionally furni-h a relief item. The House, as you 
have already l>eea informed (bv te'egraph) has sent 
one man to j til because he would not say whether he 
received £ ">8 000 from Lawrence, Ston*. & Co. He 
gave an indirect answer, that he tad not received 
th i' or mj i t K er amount to Krilie meni'ics or iofl l- 
e.n;c t!:eir action on the tariff bill of 1337 (the sub- 
ject inquired it. to) or any other measure; nor does 
ne know who did make such corrupt advances. But 
the committee, although they have proof Mr. Wol- 
cott did receive that amount, waut him to acknowl- 
«dge the fact. This admitted, the select cominiute 
would then ask him who received the money from 
his hands; and in this way, they insist, they woul> 
trace the cash to some villanous palms. The cotitu 
tnacious witness has made the iscue, and will proba- 
bly test, under the writ cf habeas corpus, the power 
of the H' tise in the exercise of its "privilege" to 
deprive him of his liberty with sujh ''due process of 
law"' as is allowed to the ineauest and most con- 
temptible pickpocket. The House adopted the reso- 
lution for Mr. Wa'cott's imprisonment, without de- 
bate, and immediately after Mr. Stanton, the chair- 
mm of the select committee. h\d supported it ia a 
long speech. The House, while so tenacious of its 
honor and honesty, should take care they do not 
crash the liberty of the citizen. 

Most of those investigating committers will end 
in smoke. That on the subject of the public print- 
ing has discovered some thirgs which show the dis- 
bentsty o? coritr c*- for pnp:>, cj-avir.g. » r d o'I;er 
orarches of work in connection. These will at the 
proper time be exposed. It is certainly time that 
all who have fattened at the public crib, and ob- 
tained their provender by stealth, should be placed 
in a prominent light before the public. 

As heretofore remarked, almost every other su 1 *- 
ject is absorbed iu the Kansas question; and until 
this be taken out of the way, no business of import- 
ance can be transacted. Already Congress has been 
in session two months and a half. And what has 
been done? Literally nothing, bevond the passage 
of the law authorizing the issue o( twenty millions 
of dollars of Treasury notes and an act to pay mem- 
bers of Congress their back pay. 

All the great interests of the country, including 
those of the West, are neglected for the irritating 
question of Kan as.

He was recent- 
ly a resident of Grafton, whi~h place he left some 
months since, and took up his abode at West Ca- 
naan, N. H. It appears from documents in the 
case,'that in January, 1850, he married Miss Jane 
E Hodgdon, of Shaplei^h, Me., and in November, 
1853 he was married at Nashua to Miss Lucretia 
A. Snow, of Harpswell, Me., and in November, 
1855, he married a third wife at Chicops, the victim 
of his villainy in the last case being Miss Lucinda 
A. Ricker, of Webber, Me. A few days since, 
wife No. 3, having ascertained tbe deception prac- 
ticed upon her, applied in this city for a divorce. 

"An inquiry into the circumstances induced steps 
to l»e taken for the arreH of Cheslee, and officer 
Coleman being put upon his track succeeded in find- 
ing him at Manchester, N. H., where he was just 
taking up his residence with wife No 2. It also ap- 
pears that wife No. 1 obtained a divorce in April, 
1857. He was confronted in the police court by w ife 
No. 3, but plead not guilty to the charge against 
him and, waiving an examination, was ordered to 
recognize in the sura of $500 for his appearance at 
tbe May terra of the court of common plea*, and 
for want of surety was locked up for safe keeping." 
In another exchange we rind the following: 
"Euoch Carter, of Carlisle, was arrested yester- 
day on a charge of bigamy. Carter ia about fifty 
vear» old, and claims to be considerable of a patri

Mexican miners here regard it as an extraordinary 
mioe. From what I can leam and see, 1 am con- 
vinced that this is one of the richest mineral sections 
of Nor'Ji Americi. It is not strange that it is not 
developed when we cousider how long the wealth of 
California Uy tdeeping under Spanish possession. 
The Apaches have harassed the frontiers for one 
hundred years, and are perhaps as bad as ever, but 
[ ha/e faith in bvlieviir* that they will soon be clear- 
ed outr Although this is a fine stock country, vet 
there is but little here, in consequence of the afore- 
said individuals appropriating them to their own 
use. At this place all the cittle are driven up at 
night and placed in orrals. The herdsman carries 
his gun to protect himself and be prepared for the 
Apache. However, the people of Tucson are none 
the loser, as they have several times gone out and 
captured stock from the Apiches, who are not brave, 
and wiU not tight unless they have the advantage.

[Corresjioudence of The Press.] 

Washington, Feb. 16, 1858. 

The Lecompton Investigating Committee of the 
House met to organize last evening. Although tbe 
Hou>e, after a resort to parliamentary maneuvres 
on the part of tbe minority to preveut any investi- 
gation, ordered, in the most decided terms and the 
most unequivocal manner, that there should be one, 
to make clear to all whether or not the Lecompton 
constitution bad the approval of the people of Kan- 
sas, the committee substantially voted that there 
should be no such investigation. 

The majority of the committee voted down all in- 
quiries into the legality of the votes, the return", 
the frauds, «&c , of the election held on tbe 4th day 
of January last. This is important, when it is re- 
memliered' that on that day there was not only a 
vote on the Lecompton constitution but also a vote 
for State officers. The country desire, and those 
who voted for the investigation on the part of the 
House desire, I am sure, that the cloud of doubt 
which rests upon these votes shall be lifted; and it 
is apparent that this can be done alone by Congress 
or one of its committees. 

It was also intimated by the majority of the com- 
mittee that the inquiry shall be closed this week. It 
seems, therefore, that no valuable inquiry will be 
piosecuted.
